London Zoo’s Latest Idea 


Building Nursery In Reptile House For 
Baby Crocodiles 

Miss Joan Proctor, curator of rep- 
tiles at the Zoological Gardens, is very 
busy just now making a nursery for 
baby crocodiles. 

Six of these have just arrived frou 
the west coast of Africa, and as they 
are only eJghteen months old, and very 
small and tender, they need a lot of 

care. 

Miss Proctor’s nursery will consist 
of a special tanks with rockworlk and 
other decorations dear to the heart 
of the juvenile crocoafle. ‘Io com- 
pensate tho new arrivals for the Ioss 
of the African sunshine, and to make 
them feel as much at home us pos- 
sible, a radiator is being buried ja the 
sand under the bottom of tho tank, 
and by this means the temperature of 
the water will be kept at 66 degrees. 

The tank will bo fixed in the reptile 
house, and {s to be officially known as 
“the nursery.” : 

When first halched these baby cro- 
codiles were onty six inches long, 
but Jf they keep fit ind well, and 
make normal progress, they may reach 
a length of thirty feet, in time, though 
ino one Hyving is likely to be here to

Clever Operation 
By English Surgeon 


Successfully Grafted New Eyelids On 
Liverpool Munition Worker 
A wonderful operation at Liverpool 
Royal Infirmary has brought relief to 
a man who lost both eyelids while em- 
ployed among chemicals, and who for 
six yeaTs has been unable to close his 
eyes. 
The man, a chemist, went to Eng- 
land from California during the war 
to join the British army, but was 
sent to Gretna munitions factory and 
put to worl in the chemical labora- 
tory. 
In June, 1917, he was handling a 
tube filled with sulphuric acld when 
the phial burst and his face was bad- 
ly splashed. 
The left eyelid was burnt away, and 
the other was partly destroyed, the 
skin being burnt off one side of his 
face. 
At an Edinbyrgh hospital the first 
altempt was niade, without success, to 
graft new eyelids. \ 
“Finally I came to Liverpool,” he 
said, “entering the Royal Infirmary a 
fortnight later. A prominent sur- 
geon undertook to perform an opera- 
tion for grafting, and now I have two 
new eyelids. ; 
“The surgeon took skin from my 
own arm, and eyelashes have even 
grown across the rims of the lids. 
“I have been rescued from inde- 
scvibable tortur3,” the man added. 
The operation is regarded as one of 
the most difficult in surgery.

EXILE OF 
JUDAH 


Golden Text:— 

Righteousness exalteth a nation; 

But sin is a reproach to any people. 
Proverbs 14.34. 

Lesson:—2 Kings, Chapters 21 to 25, 

Chronicles, Chapter 26. 

Devotjonal Reading:—Psalm 80.1-7, 


The Text Explained and Illumined 

I. Zedekiah Disregards Jeremiah’s 
Warnings, verses 11, 12. Zedekiah 
came to the throne at the age of 
twenty-one, and reigned eleven years. 
He proved a weak king, unable to 
stand by Jeremiah in opposition to his 
nobles, unable to heed the warnings 
of the divinely guided prophet. 

II. Causes Leading to the Iinal Des- 
truction of Jerusalem, verses 13-16. 
In spite of Jeremiah’s opposition (Jer. 
27), Zedekiah rebelled against Nebu- 
chadhezzar, to whom he was bound 
by an oath, and this brought the 
Babylonian army to attack Jerusalem. 
He stiffened his neck and hardened 
his heart against turning unto Jeho- 
vah, and he that being oft reproved 
hardenth his neck shall suddenly 
be destroyed, and that without rem- 
edy. Moreover the priests and the 
people sinned as did the heathen na- 
tions: see 2 K. 21.7 and what is im- 
plied in I. K. 15.12; 22.46. Jehovah 
in his compassion for his people and 
for Jerusalem had sent them many 
messengers, but they had mocked 
them and despised his words until they 
had drawn down retribution upon 
thelr heads. (The prophet Urijah was 
put to death and Jeremiah was per- 
secuted.) °“The sin of every individ- 
ual adds to the sin of the nation and 
affects its temper. The quarrel- 
someness, the spirit of strife and an- 
tagonism cherished in a single home, 
add to the bellicose spirit of the na- 
tion.
